I have several excellent books published by Bell and AT&T, on the History 
and Development of technology in the Bell System. Give me a few days to 

do some reading and I'll report back my research. I also have a reasonably 
good 


collection of classic telephony texts; (Telephony, by McMeen & Miller, etc), 
(comes with being an antique phone collector too.... geez... I've really, 
really, 

got too much stuff here....). Where was I? Ah... FDM MUX... right! 


Speaking of which.... 

About 1981, or so, when I was working for CP Rail, in the Communications 
and Signal Dept, I learned that CP was getting rid of all the old 600 ohm 
open-wire pole line, and going to microwave and fibre. Tons, and I mean 
literally 

tons of FDM gear, racks, jack panels, and all the associated apparatus that 
went 

with the pole-line system were being _SCRAPPED_!. So, a quick phone call 
revealed where all this gear was being sent to and stored. Another quick 
call 

revealed that _all_ the equipment was available for the asking... just bring 
a truck 

big enough to haul away what ever you wanted! 


I came away with several channels of FDM MUX, power suplies for same, 
several 

boxes of beautiful 600 ohm, split winding "repeater" type transformers, 
patch panels, etc., etc. An excellent haul. The FDM gear was Baily 
Engineering, 

manufactured in 1979! A service life of only three years, and then 
scrapped! Amazing! 


For years, I've been trying to convince other amateurs in the region, to 
implement this 

gear in a long-haul 440 Mhz, or 1.2 Ghz point-to-point system. i.e. 
Montreal-Ottawa, 

but no one seems interested. I can't seem to trigger anyone's imagination 
with this great stuff! I guess if it isn't 2-meter CB, it ain't worth 
anything! :-(

Hi all, 


I have been setting up a rack with a couple of nice boatanchor radios 
both of which have 500 KHz IF's. Between them there is a Panoramic 
Sb-12bs/70 "Panalyzer" which I am using as a panadaptor. 


The Sb-12bs/70 was made by Singer Metrics who owned the "Panoramic" 
name. It looks like one of their panadaptors but it was intended to be 
used as a spectrum analyzer up to about 1 GHz with slow sweep resolution 
down to 100 Hz or so.. It is a real boatanchor with lots of tubes, a 
long persistence CRT and an outboard power supply. While its centre 
frequency is nominally 500 KHz, the input stage is a mixer intended to 
be used with an external oscillator to bring the input frequency down to 
500 KHz. It has a lot more knobs than a panadaptor including several 
behind a nifty little door that opens out from the front panel. 


It works well and while I have a partial manual, it is actually fora 
closely related model Sb-12b (without the s/70) which is not quite the 
same. In particular, the manual doesn't mention a BNC socket on the rear 
which needs to be fed with -108 volts of bias to keep the trace centred 
horizontally. The input mixer is also different and there is a switch 
position marked "RF Test" that doesn't seem to do anything. It was 
obviously meant to be used with some sort of external equipment. 


All this brings me to the plea for a proper manual or any info on this 
beast, especially regarding the Sb-12bs/70 version.. 


All costs reimbursed etc...

> John - a 545 is a 45. most deForest tubes used the prefix 5, Cunningham 3, 
> RCA 2. 


DeForest used 4s and 5s as prefixes. The 400 series were the receiving 
tubes and the 500 series were the transmitting tubes. The latter did get 
mixed up a little, as most 500 series tubes were equivalent to RCA's 800 
series tubes, but there were exceptions (DeForest 510 is a transmitting 
rated UX-210). The 545 is equivalent to an RCA UV-845 (later just 845).
